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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 
L Claims 1-4 are drawn to a method of animal breeding according to the age and 

predetermined range of breeding periods of varying length. Classified in class 800, 
subclass 8. 

II. Claims 5 and 6 are drawn to a method of animal breeding according to the telomere of 
determinable lengths. Classified in class 800, subclass 8. 

III. Claims 5-7 are drawn to a method of animal breeding according to the telomere of 
determinable lengths and further comprising the step of altering a telomere length of 
one more chromosomes contained in a germ cell of an animal. Classified in class 800, 
subclass 8. 

IV. Claims 8-10 are drawn to a method comprising modifying the statistical distribution of 
telomere lengths among the animals, and a method of using the modified animals, 
wherein the modification comprises breeding according the age and breeding periods. 
Classified in class 800, subclass 8. 

V. Claims 8-9, and 1 1 are drawn to a method comprising modifying the statistical 
distribution of telomere lengths among the animals, and a method of using the modified 
animals, wherein the modification comprises breeding according to the telomere of 
determinable lengths. Classified in class 800, subclass 8. 
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VI. Claims 12-20 are drawn to a method of testing the safety of a chemical agent using at 
least one population of animals with telomeres of determinable lengths. Classified in 
class 800, subclass 8. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons. 

Inventions II-V and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed. For example, the invention groups I and II do not require modification of statistical 
distribution of telomere length, or manipulation of telomeres of germ cells as required in group 
III. The subcombination has separate utility, for example, although group IV requires the use of 
a method as recited in the claims of group I, and group V requires the use of a method as recited 
in the claims of group II, group II and I can be used separately as different breeding means. 

Inventions I-V and VI are independent and distinct inventions. Inventions are distinct if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
In the instant case, group VI is drawn to a method of using an animal with telomeres of 
determined length, whereas groups II and I are drawn to a method of breeding, and groups IV 
and V require modification of the statistical distribution of telomere lengths and using a modified 
animal. Different methods use different starting materials, for example, the modified animals of 
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groups V and IV are not required in groups I, II, and VI; different methods have different method 
steps and mode of operation, for example, groups IV or V comprise the steps of group I or II, but 
they further comprise steps of performing experiment that are not required in group I or II. 
Therefore, they require distinct technical considerations and independent search criteria. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter and different search 
criteria, it would impose an undue burden to the Office if all the groups are examined together, 
thus, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Invention groups I-VI are drawn to breeding, modifying, and using 
animals of any species, upon election of an invention for examination in this application, further 
election of a species, drawn to a particular species of the animal is necessary. 

Invention IV and V are drawn to an invention comprising performing an experiment 
using a modified animal or animal cells, wherein the experiment is not specified in the claims. 
The specification teaches variety of utilities ranging from pharmaceutical and medical practices 
to biological evolution. If one of the invention groups III or IV is elected, further identification 
of a particular experiment is necessary. It is noted such election may be a species election, or 
election of independent invention depending on the experiments identified. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-20 are generic.
